Washington - Texns A&M Univer-J 
sity Prcsidem Jarvis E. Miller has lash-1 
ed out at President Carter’s proposed 
fiscal year 1079 funding for agricul¬ 
turally related research and education 
activities, finding it woefully lacking. 

Representing the National Associa¬ 
tion of State Universities and Land 
Grant Colleges, Dr. Miller spoke in op¬ 
position to the President’s budget re¬ 
quest during testimony before the 
House Agriculture Committee's Sub¬ 
committee on Department Investiga¬ 
tions, Oversight and Research. 

"Those of us in the academic com¬ 
munity who are concerned with 
research and education activities con¬ 
ducted or sponsored by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture were shock¬ 
ed and disappointed by the President's 
budget request for FY 1979," noted Dr. 
Miller. 

He said the proposed budget "clearly 
disregards the lntont of the Congross 
as reflected in PL 96-118, the public law 
which established the Food and 
Agriculture Act of 1977; 


"It Is fundamentally cnnlrury In the 
ex ten live planning jointly conduct pit by 
the academic community an<l ihv 
federal government, on n»-*dn fur 
agricultural research and education.' 
the Texas A&M president pointed nut, 
"and it abrogates a major federal 
responsibility to maintain the obviously 
productive longstanding part nor *hip 
with the states in agricultural research 
and extension.' 1 

The proposal falls to lake into ac¬ 
count the recommendations of the 
world food and nutrition study con¬ 
ducted by the National Academy of 
Science at the direction of the Presi¬ 
dent, he B&id. 

Dr. Miller pointed out the budget 
calls for decreases totaling more than 
515 million In various categories such aa 
cooperative research and rural develop¬ 
ment, while providing only a modest 
overall increaao of $647,000 to he split 
among 1890 land-grant Institutions.
